DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-6 and 8-14 are currently pending in the instant application, appear 
allowable over the prior art of record and have been renumbered as claims 1-13. 
Applicants' amendment filed 30 July 2009 has overcome the 35 USC 112 1^' paragraph 
rejection. Accordingly, the examiner has searched and examined claims 1-6 and 8-14 
in their entirety according to MPEP 803.02. The objection to the claims as containing 
non-elected subject matter is therefore withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. This invention 
relates to a process of preparing formula I by reacting a compound of the formula II 
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which has a pKa value of less than or equal to 3 with 5-chloro-2,3-dihydro-1 ,4-clioxin to 
give a compound of the formula III which is then cyclised to give a compound of the 
formula I. The novel and nonobvious aspect of this invention involves reacting formula 
II which has a pKa value of less than or equal to 3 with 5-chloro-2,3-dihydro-1 ,4-dioxin 
to give a compound of the formula III. The closest prior art of record fails to teach or 
suggest the instantly claimed invention as applicants have surprisingly found that 
arylamines, so long as they have a pKa of less than or equal to 3, also react with 2- 
chlorodioxene to give 2-(2-chloroethoxy)acetamides. This is unexpected since amines 
such as ammonia, benzylamine, 8-amino-quinoline or 4-methoxyaniline do not react or 
react very poorly, see page 6 of the instant specification.
